The aerial warfare over England 
continued with a bang. The Ger- 
man flying losses were considerably 
heavier than the British, for a rea- 
son. The Germans were taking the 
offensive, and had to encounter anti- 
aircraft fire, as well as the defend- 
ing British planes. But the German 
air supremacy was something like 
3 to 1, and Air Marshal Goering 
was reckoning on a certain given 
expenditure of men and machines 
to achieve certain given results. 

The German pilots were very 
young, some of them 15 or 18 years 
old, actually. They dive-bombed 
and fought like madmen, fanatical, 
furious. The royal air force pilots 
were a different type: older, more 
experienced, many of them soldiers 
of fortune, or old-time professionals. 
A high percentage were Irish, Cana- 
dian, or American—types that make 
better flyers than the native Eng- 
lish, said the military men. 


The Germans had two disadvan- 
tages. The ‘‘British’’ regulars were 
far better, man for man, than the 
German kids.: And the British | 
planes were far better, ship for ship, 
than the German crates. The Ger- 
man aircraft were slapped together 
by mass production, and at any giv- 
en time, about 60 per cent of them 
were in the repair shop. The Brit- 
ish machines, more carefully con- 
structed, sent only 25- per: cent to 
the shops, at any given'time. But 
the Germans had 25,000 trained 
pilots, while the British had less 
than 9,000. The catch thére was 
this: 

Pilots can only fly two days per 
week, and keep in decent shape. 
Hence, you need three pilots per 
plane. The Germans have this ra- 
tio; the British do not. The Ger- 
man losses were exceedingly heavy, 


conscription bill, which would call- 
up 12,000,000 men, between the ages 
of 21 and 31. They, too, would get 
a year’s training, if the bill went 
through. It was opposed by a com- 
plete cross-section, ranging from 
experienced military critics and reg- 
ular officers to the Woman’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union and many 
patriotic isolationists. Apparently 
to speed things up, War Secretary 
Stimson had said England might 
not last a month: Naval Secretary 
Knox said England might not hold 
out for 60 days.

Meanwhile, the Chrysler corpora- 
tion got $53,500,000 to erect a mass- 
production tank factory and pay for 
mass-production tanks. The plant 
was to be set up in the Detroit area 
and was to start production within 
13 months. The tanks produced will 
be ‘‘medium” 25-tonners. About 
5,000 men will be employed. Some 
observers thought the proposed 
plant was too near the Canadian bor- 
der, unless the Canadian border was 
to be obliterated. 


Sad News 


But later came sad news for the 
House of Chrysler. Its head, Wal- 
ter P. Chrysler Sr., died of a cere- 
bral hemorrhage, after an illness of 
more thap two years. Sixty-five 
years old, the automobile manufac- 
turer who started his career as an 
apprentice machinist at seven cents 
an hour, was reported to be ‘‘the 
most insured man in the world.”’ In 
1931 it was said he had taken out 
$12,000,000 in insurance policies. 
Chrysler had not taken an active 
role in business affairs since 1938.

Tough? 

With the Greek bases in Italian 
hands, it would ‘be very tough for 
England in the ,eastern Mediter- 
‘ranean region. The British fleet, 
thereabouts, is, based or Alexandria, 
Egypt, and much of it might have 
“to be withdrawn. That would help 
the Italian threat to Egypt and its 
Suez canal, with ‘the Italian legions 
advancing out of Mussolini’s North 
African Libya. Italy-in-Greece 
would also annoy Asia Minor, Tur- 
key, and British Palestine, where 
John Bull’s battleships get their fuel 
‘oil, at Haifa. The Bulgarians also 
claim a piece of Gretk territory, 
_which they lost after the last World 
war.. Everybody conceded it was a 
-bad, bad year for the little fellows, 
-as a Greek warship was sunk in 
port by an “unknown’’ submarine. 


At any rate it marked the real 
beginning of what looks like the 
hardest fought presidential contest 
thus far in the Twentieth century. 


THE LEAGUE: 
What's Left 


The League of Nations was bun- 
dled out of Geneva some time back, 
and went to France. From there, 
it moved on to Portugal, where it 
thought of staying. But the Span- 
iards and Germans may yet invade 
Portugal. So the ghost went west, 
just like in the movie. The econom- 
ic and financial sections of the 
league secretariat pounced on 
Princeton university, which was al- 
ways strongly anti-league in feel- 
ing, even though Woodrow Wilson 
was a former Princetonian presi- 
dent. But the latest was this: The 
excellent international labor office of 
the league selected McGill univer- 
sity at Montreal, Canada, for its 
hideaway. The Yankee John Winant, 
formerly the: able and progressive 


idea was to gradually exterminate 
the royal air force by a steady pol- 
icy of military attrition.

One English ae blessed ~ 
good old war, and especially the 
Blitzkrieg features, This agricultur- 
ist had two chickens killed by a Ger- 
man aerial bomb.

‘Miracle Drug’ Advanced 
In Fight on Influenza 


ence at last has found a method of 
eonquering influenza has been dis- 
closed by the U. S. public health 
service. 

The new “miracle drug’’ called 
sulfapyridine, already widely used 
in treating pneumonia, may come to 
be used as a preventive of the flu, 
according to Miss Margaret Pitt- 
man, associate ‘bacteriologist at the 
National institute of health. 

An eight-months old baby gave the 
clue to the sulfapyridine method of 
controlling the disease, said Miss 
Pittman in her report. The infant 
developed an inflammation of the 
eyes and ears and pneumonia. In 
addition to pneumonia germs, he 
had a heavy infection of the flu 
germs in his lungs, throat, eyes and 
ears. 

Dr. J. H. McLeod, of Washing- 
ton, who reported the case, adminis- 
tered sulfapyridine immediately. 

“Within 24 hours the child showed 
marked improvement, followed by a 
rapid and uneventful recovery,” 
Miss Pittman said. 

Such success led institute scien- 
tists to begin immediate experi- 
ments on mice. Their results were 
summarized in these statements: 

1—Sulfapyridine was effective in 
protecting mice against experiment- 
al -infections of none-type-specific 
hemophilus influenzae (the bacteria 
which causes influenza). 

2—The drug did rot keep the 
bacteria from entering the blood 
stream, but it apparently retarded 
their increase in the blood until the 
natural defense forces could over- 
come the germs. 

Two groups of mice were infected 
with the bacteria. One group re- 
ceived no sulfapyridine. The other 
group received varying amounts of 
it. All the untreated mice died 
promptly, and some of the treated 
mice succumbed. In the treated 
group, the number which lived was 
directly proportional to the amount 
of the drug administered, Miss Pitt- 
man said. . 

None of those which received only 
on. milligram of the drug survived 
the experiment. In some experi- 
ments in the series, 100 per cent of 
the mice which were given as much 
as eight milligrams came through 
alive. They apparently were not af. 
fected by doses of the germs 100 
times greater-than the amount or- 
dinarily needed to kill them. 


Astronomical Distances 


Must Be Re-Surveyed 


Discovery of a special bending of 
starlight near the time of sunrise 
and sunset, due apparently to pecu- 
liar waves on top of Earth’s atmos- 
phere, has been announced at Co- 
lumbia university. 

The discovery affects the basic 
measurements as astronomical dis. 
tances. It shrinks the estimates of 
the size of the Milky Way, and indi- 
cates that many stars familiar to the 
naked eye are two or three times 
/nearer than has been believed. 


About 5,000 stars are affected 
They are the stars whose distances 
were supposed to have been accu- 
rately measured by ordinary engi- 
neering surveying methods. The 
nearest of these, such as Proxima 


Centauri, the closest star, distance 


four and three-tenths¢light years. 
are only slightly affectéd. But the 
error rises rapidly with increasing 
distance. ; 

The discovery was made by Prof 
Jan Schilt, head of Columbia’s Ru- 
therford observatory. 

It has long been known that bend 
ing occurs when light passes from 
empty space into the atmosphere 
But Professor Schilt has found a 
new bending. ’ :
